“ 1 had the pleasure of lately assisting at a 
savant banquet, where, among the guests, were 
to b e found the elite and the 
illustrious of 
most nations. 
Many of your readers will re­ 
collect the delightful, and 1 may add, intellec­ 
tual Diners mrnsuels de l.a Revue Encyclope• 
di.que, which more than twelve years ago were 
attended by the most distinguished characters 
o f all nations, who then visited, or dwelt, in 
this classic capital. 
The father and founder 
o f those interesting and splendid entertain­ 
ments, was the celebrated Juilien of Paris, 
venerable patriot, poet, and philosopher, who 
lately visited England in the interests of prac­ 
tical 
humanity, and 
whose 4time-honored’ 
name was honorably recorded in the pages of 
the Court Journal. 
These dinners have been 
revived, under the auspices of the ‘Universal 
Statistical Society,’ whose 
President, Cresar 
Moreau, is always ready to promote useful in­ 
formation, that tends to make man kind and 
sociable to man, and who has done more than 
any other Frenchman 1 
know of, towards 
making the French and British respect and 
esteem each other. 
These meetings are now 
called the ‘Union of N ation s;’ politics are e x ­ 
cluded, and they are confined, literally, to ‘the 
least of reason and the flow of soul.’ 
On 
Tuesday last, about 150 members dined in the 
splendid saloon of the Place de Chatelet. 
Jul- 
lilien de Paris presided, having upon his right 
Genetal Lafayette, and on his left the gallant 
Admiral, Sir Sidney Smith. 
A m ongst sev ­ 
eral other persons of the highest respectability 
and talent, 1 have only space to cite the 
Prince Plater, Generals Devreux and Du- 
bourg, Caesar Moreau, M. Livingston, the 
Envoy of the United States, Mr Gase, the 
Chevalier G. Bennis, the celebrated African 
traveller, De Rifaud, Mr J. W . Lake, Mr 
Ditchfield, Sir Charles Anster, and several 
other British 
residents and 
visitors. 
The 
principal speakers were the Chairman, Gen. 
Lafayette, Prince Plater, the American E n­ 
voy, and C®»ar Moreau, whose complimenta­ 
ry 
speech to the 
learned and literati of 
of England, was acknowledged by Mr J. W. 
Lake, who dilated on the advantages of the 
‘Union of Nations,’ especially of the first two 
nations in the universe, am fwhose sentiments 
were received with the warmest expression of 
feeling towards 
England and Englishmen. 
Mr Bennis s services in promoting the univer­ 
sal interests o f literature, were highly ap­ 
plauded, and acknowledged by him in a short 
emphatic speech. 
All the orations were in 
the French language. 
T he learned Professor, 
O Sullivan, of the Academy of Belles Lettres, 
Sciences, Jkc. spoke ably and fluently, and at 
half past eleven the company retired.”

He had been partially deranged for seve­ 
ral months previous to his committing the Hor­ 
rid deed.
